He was good hearted, generous to a 
fault, and impulsive in his friendships, and, having gained that, 
MA became very fond of him. Many a time I have soothed him 
through some fancied trouble, and he immediately forgave the 
transgressore I tell you this to show you his early nature 
which I am sure could not have changed, by reason of his peculiar 
temperament. 


He was lovable and affectionate, and 
it was with true regret that I lost touch with him, as, since 
my marriage in 1895, I have seldom been in New Brunswick. 
I was married in Ste John's, the funeral services over both 
my parents were had there, and my eldest daughter was christined 
by the incomparable Dr. Phelps, so my affections are centered 
very largely there and I am feeling very deeply the sorrow 
which has come to the parish. I believe most firmly in 
Mrse Hall's innocence. My object in writing you is to encourage 
you in your belief in,and help to her. Ll only remember her as 
a sweet, girlish, happy dispositioned young person, entirely 
without " euiles iL am praying constantly for her, and if I 
could be of any practical service to her in this sad ordeal, 
no sacrifice would be too great.
